The morale of the French popu- 
lations, notably in the coastal dis- 
triets, is simply magnificent, They 
tre all Angtophiles.and do not 
hide their feelings. They laugh 
at the Nazis and have a_ mos, 
profound contempt for their op- 
pressors. Whenever they have a 
chance to p.ay a practical joke on 
them they do not miss it. 


For example, as soon as it was 
learn’ that General de Gautlle had 
adopted the Cross of Lorraine as 
the emblem of the Free French 
Forces small cross€s of Lorraine 
were sold in shops in one of Brit- 
tany's big ports, and people. not- 
ably. women, wore the emblem, 
The Germans, who did not know 
what it was, asked women ‘in: the 
sineets, They were told this was 
a “new.
